Curiously Tardy 


Nearly

legislature approved for the first time a 
proposed 
constitutional 
amendment 
to 


abolish the equivocal dummy corporations 
the state government employs to circum- 
vent the constitutional law that prohibits 
long term state debt. That was the first of 
two successive legislative endorsements 
planned, under the requirements of the 
law. to put the debt issue to the people of 
Wisconsin in a clear-cut ballot question for 
resolution. The amendment would elimi- 
nate the debt prohibition and permit 
bonding by specific legislative act, under 
limitations associated with taxable values 
such as those which have applied to long- 
term debt programs of local governments 
under legislative authorization. 


But when that amendment was submit- 


ted to a public hearing in the 
1967 


legislature the other day. officials of the 
State Department of Administration dis- 
covered what they feared were defects in 
its wording. They said they wanted to 
submit their doubts to the attorney general 
for an official answer. Delay in the action 
on thp amendment is therefore hkely and 
it is conceivable that the result will be to 
make it impossible to submit the question 
in the regular spring elections of this year. 


If the attorney general does in fact 


sustain the officials' 
doubts about the 


correctness of the amendment draft. the 
result will be to nullify the 1965 action and 
require the prolonged 
and deliberate 


amendment process to start anew. 


That would mean that the change in 


the basic law of the state to democratize 
and protect the bonding process could not 
be achieved until 1969. By that date, it 
appears likely that the dummy corporation 
bonding will have proliferated to such a 
degree 
that 
it 
will 
defy 
efforts 
to 


unscramble it and make the full faith and 
credit plan of borrowing an academic 
issue. 


The 
impression 
prevails 
in 
some 


informed quarters that the professional 
managers of the state government are not 
especially keen about the amendment, and 
that they privately prefer the convenience 
and 
the insulation of the corporation 


method of borrowing through the State 
Building Commission to which the legisla- 
ture has delegated its powers. We are not 
prepared to say that we share the belief. 
Yet it seems extremely curious that these

experts

should have begun doubting the adequacy 
of the text of the amendment two years 
after it was drafted, and two years after 
permitting it to go to the legislature for its 
first action. In a most charitable interpre- 
tation, it suggests something to be desired 
in the drafting services of the legislature. 


To Whom Will England Turn? 


In the 18th 
Century, not quite two 


hundred years ago, the infant United 
States declared its independence from the 
world-encompassing British Empire and 
fought for that right. 


And today it is not at all impossible 


that the tiny island of England might have 
to wind up as a virtual colony of the 
incredibly wealthy and powerful United 
States of America. 
. 


It isn't easy to trace Great Britain's 


downfall so that today its Prime Minister 
has had to go begging to the President of 
France for a favor that may not be 
granted. But its wealth and power were 
based upon the mercantile theory and a 
strong military force. Little by little the 
colonies eased away, once by war, then by 
negotiation. As financial status disappear- * 
ed, 
the 
military 
was 
impossible 
to 


maintain. Two World Wars, in part caused 
by the failure in England and the rest of 
Europe to see that an era was over, 
demonstrated to the remaining colonies 
that Great Britain was no longer i 
ble. The Commonwealth of Nations. 
conceived and developed, nevertheless 
nothing more than an inadequate substi- 


tute. The members are too divergent, they 
have too many problems of their own and 
too many temptations for regional alli- 
ances that cannot include the mother 
country. And the 
European 
Economic 


Community, dominated by the once fallen 
France, has so far snubbed England's 
appeal for membership. 


If Charles de Gaulle continues to veto 


England's application to become in reality 
a part of the continent of Europe, England 
must turn westward to the United States 
as it did in both World Wars. And despite 
Ameiican sympathies for England and the 
very real common way of looking at such 
things as individual freedom and collective 
justice, there are some major hurdles to a 
real union. Not the least of these is the 
British tradition of the monarchy. 


When we think of the uproar in 


Wisconsin over the rejuvenation of the 
governor's mansion, what would happen 
among American taxpayers when they 
realized that the Queen of England is paid 
so well that she can modernize Sandring- 
ham Palace at a cost of $560,000? 


The Declaration of Independence will 


be brought out, dusted off and quoted in 
every legislature in the country. 


The Campaign to Oust Sukarno 


While posters have become the means 


of presenting both government and anti- 
government opinions in Red China, in 
Indonesia unsigned letters to the editor 
and anonymous articles in official publica- 
tions are used to convince the public of the 
errors of Sukarno. 


Those who now run Indonesia want to 


ease Sukarno out of office. But they seem 
to be in no hurry, presumably because 
they want almost unanimous approval 
throughout the country. While the most 
vocal students are now violently opposed 
to Sukarno and hold him responsible for 
the 
attempted 
Communist 
coup, 
the 


Provisional Peoples' Consultative Congress 
is not planning to meet until March or 
April to discuss Sukarno's ouster. But in 
the meantime the case against him is built 
up in the newspapers. 


Earlier this month, General Supardjo, 


allegedly a ringleader in the Communist 
effort, was captured near Jakarta. Soon 
after there was a "leak" to the press that 
interrogation of Supardjo had brought out 


information that Sukarno had talked to 
Supardjo on the morning of the uprising 
and told him to keep his forces at a certain 
place. Sukarno is also supposed to have 
berated 
Supardjo 
for 
having 
let the 


influential General Nasution escape. 


The more recent article asks how could 


Sukarno then be surprised at the news of 
the attempted coup if he already knew so 
much about it? Not only was he hand in 
glove with the Communist leaders: he 
ignored the chain of command and dealt 
directly with Supardjo, who was only a 
brigadier general. 


A few weeks ago Sukarno, who is still 


permitted to make speeches now and then 
even though those in charge don't really 
know what he is going to talk about, 
furiously 
denied any knowledge 
of the 


Communist plot or any role in it. But the 
way the Army and the students are 
building up and planting the evidence, the

to be 
quite ready 
for 


Sukarno's further demotion in a few more 
weeks.

WASHINGTON — The best 


possible way out of Vietnam 
has at all times been along the 
road of negotiations between 
the South Vietnamese govern- 
ment and the National Libera- 
tion Front, or Viet Cong.

And now that possibility is 


coming into clear focus as the 
touchstone of a number of 
important, but obscure and 
seemingly disconnected, devel- 
opments. Among these are the 
cabinet shakeup in Saigon, the 
reports from Washington of 
talks between American offi- 
cials and the Viet Cong in 
Cairo, 
and 
the impact on 


Hanoi of the Cultural Revolu- 
tion in China. 


The upheaval in Peking, to 


begin with the most important 
of the developments, has ob- 
viously 
had 
an 
impact on 


Hanoi. If nothing else, the 
capacity of China to serve as 
a continuing supplier of food 
and arms is now called into 
question. 


Hanoi has not publicly indi- 


cated 
its 
reaction 
to 
the 


prosp*ect of dwindling support 
from Peking. But a number of 
signs suggest that the North 
Vietnamese reaction has been 
a move toward cutting the 
Liberation Front loose to sink 
or swim for Itself in South 
Vietnam. 
ENVOY IN HANOI 


By far the most important 


of these signs has been the 
designation last December of 
an official 
Liberation Front 


representative in Hanoi. This 
step is of great significance 
because by according formal 
representation to the Front as 
an 
independent South Viet- 


namese 
entity 
Hanoi com- 


promises 
its 
claim 
for 
a 


unified Vietnam. 


Moreover, the Front 
dele- 


gate in Hanoi, Nguyen Van 
Tien, has been highly visible. 
He was present at the meeting 
between 
President 
Ho Chi 


Mmh and the three-man cleri- 
cal delegation from the West 
which visaed Hanoi a fortnight 
ago. He gave an on-the-record 
interview to Harrison Salis- 
bury of the New York Times. 


By words as well as pres- 


ence, the Front delegate has 


been emphasizing the Front's 
role in any peace talks. For 
example, he told Mr. Salisbury 
that not Hanoi, but the Front, 
would have to speak for South 
Vietnam. 


This evolution has not been 


lost on the State Department. 
While 
denying 
the 
specific 


report of contracts with the 
Viet 
Cong 
in 
Cairo, 
the 


department 
modulated 
the 


denial most carefully. Plainly, 
American diplomacy is more 
and more disposed to accord 
the Viet Cong an independent 
role in possible negotiations. 


The possibility of dealing 


with the Front has equally 
been sensed by the civilian 
political leadership 
which is 


now emerging in South Viet- 
nam in connection with the 
constituent assembly. Indeed, 
some of the civilian political 
figures from South Vietnam 
already 
see 
themselves 
as 


possible opposite numbers to 
the Viet Cong in peace nego- 
tiations. 


Thus Article 38 of the draft 


constitution reserves to the 
projected Congress the right to 
have a determing voice in 
"peace negotiations." And at 
least one assembly figure, the 
late Tran Van Van who was 
killed under mysterious cir- 
cumstances last month, was 
widely believed to have al- 
ready been in direct touch 
v.iih the Viet Cong. 
JUNTA NOT INTERESTED 


But to one group in Saigon, 


the prospect of a truce nego- 
tiated among South Vietnam- 
ese is anathema. That group, 
of course, is the Junta, under

prominence thanks to the war, 
and made up mostly of men 


born in North Vietnam, the 
Junta would find no place in a

with that emphasis, in the 
name of military unity and

Charles H. Percy of Illinois, al- 
though the 47-year-old Percy 
has been in the Senate less than 
a month and this is the first 
public office he ever held. 


George Romney, Mihigan's 


thrice-elected 
governor, 
has 


been getting the most attention 
and the most publicity but he is 
a long way from showing he 
would be the ideal candidate. 


Government Knowledge 


He still hasn't demonstrated, 


by anything he has said, that he 
would know his way around in 
the federal government or for- 
eign affairs. 


Richard M. Nixon, who lost 


the presidential race in 1960 and 
then lost the contest for gover- 
nor of California in 1962, is in 
the same spot he was in before 
the Republicans picked Gold- 
water in 1964. 


Now, 
as then, the former vice 


president is being talked of as a 
possible candidate, but hardly 
more. 
Nevertheless, 
despite 


those two major defeats behind 
him, Nixon seerns to refuse to 
take "no" for an answer. 


But, since 1960, he has not 


been able to whip up any great 
enthusiasm for himself as a 
rallying point.

Romney has been a successful

Until he does start sound- 
ing off on the country's major 
problems he's going to remain 
nothing more than a nice, pleas- 
ant man. 


Percy, good-looking, with the 


mark of tragedy on him because 
of the murder of his daughter a 
few months ago, and more arti 
culate than Romney, has been 
getting extraordinary publicity 
for a newcomer in the Senate.
